stripped of their all they can then 
become eligible for relief or they 
may become clients of the Farm Se- 
curity Administration from which 
hey may secure loans or grants to 
set them up as farm owners once 
more."' 


Try To Help 


In an effort to meet this situa- 


tion, Senator LaFollette and Sen- 
ator Wheeler of Montana advocated 
a proposal at the last session of con- 
gress which would have made over 
$600,000.000 of federal funds avail- 
able through the Federal Farm 
Mortgage corporation to refinance 
the indebtedness on farms faced 
with foreclosure. The proposition 
passed the senate by a vote of 74 to 
8. in the form of an amendment to 
the 
administration's 
spending- 
lending measure, but the entire bill 
was killed in the house of represen- 
tatives. 


"The overwhelming vote in the 


senate is a clear indication that the 
amendment can be passed at the 
next session of congress," the sena- 
tor declared. "In the meantime the 
federal government must recognize 
the plight of farmers who are de- 
linquent. Low prices for farm pro- 
ducts have made the present farm 
debt unsupportable." 


Senator LaFollette expressed the 


utmost optimism that we can solve

Big reason L: that the Heil admin- 


istration, as it is represented by the 
governor's immediate circle of ad- 
visors, is opposed to the proposal of 
greater taxation on incomes. It ap- 
peared likely that an effort will be 
made by the administration to kill 
the income tax measure in the as- 
sembly, even if it passes the state 
senate with the aid of Democrats 
and Progressives. 


The opinion of the inner circle of 


the Heil regime was expressed by 
one source known to know Gover- 
nor Hell's mind: 


"This bill (the $14,000,000 propos- 


ed levy on more than 300,000 in- 
come taxpayers) is worse than a 
Progressive tax bill We are con- 
cerned with keeping wealth within 
the state. This will certainly, drive 
the wealth out. We have already 
modified the inheritance tax law, 
and hope to get some people back. 
This would prevent it." 


Will Face Veto 


Another source was frank enough 


to concede that unless there is a 
change qf attitude in the executive 
office, the bill will be vetoed by 
Governor Heil if it does pass both 
houses of the legislature. 


The only recourse in that event it 


was concluded, would be speedy ad-

This food is organic, another 
animal, or a plant The food must 
then be digested before it can. be 
assimilated. Plants, however, make 
their own food by absorbing sub- 
stances from the inorganic world, 
from the soil, water and air. Sea- 
weeds derive nourishment from 
the gases of the air and from the 
dissolved minerals of water. The 
power of locomotion does not make 
a Ifvin? thing an animaL Many 
seaweeds can move about freely in 
water because they are not attach- 
ed to any solid substance. 


Food for Fish 


There are other differences be- 


tween a plant and an animal 
which are more obvious. The plant 
possesses no nervous system, has 
no intelligence and, even among 
like snecies. -varies greatly in size 
and formation, depending noon, 
climate and environment 
But 


when you get down to the lower 
scales in plant and animal life the 
scientist makes his distinction by 
the method, in which nutrition is 
procured. 


Some of you may have seen 


ocean seaweeds. I have never 
been so fortunate but I enjoy look- 
ing at pictures of them and read- 
ing their descriptive names: devil's 
apron, sea palm, devil's shoe lace, 
and Irish moss.

Special Treatment in School

»When a child is plainly a mental loss he is quietly cared for by bis 


people, or by the community. But when he comes somewhere between 
complete loss and complete normality, his lot is a "mighty hard one. He 
looks all right, or perhaps the slight asymmetry of his body, the slight 
variation in his behavior, can be overlooked, is overlooked. He has a 
good memory—for certain kinds of learning. Or he has certain strengths, 
doing better in some forms ot activity than his abler brother. Or he does 
quite well in most of his lessons, but he cannot learn to read, and certain 
subjects are hard for him. Maybe he gets his lessons after study for three 
hours after a long school day while his abler brother gets his in half an 
hour. Sometimes he is quick in his movements, but inaccurate. Some- 
times he is slow and'clumsy, but finally successful to a passing "degree 
But all the time he is different from other children and his parents and 
teachers are moving heaven and earth to push him into the upper grade 
levels of the school. 


It just cannot be done. Let's face the truth and go on from there. Some 


children have not the basic equipment for school success as we measure 
it on the basis of a course of study 
set for the best equipped children in 
the community. No amount o 
coaching will change that condi 
tion. and loo much of it is likely 
to result in harm. 


All such children must be care- 


fully studied by teachers who un- 
derstand 
their 
condition.

teachers are specialist in the educa- 
tion of the backward child, and 
every school district ought to have

It is useless to blame a child's 


school failure on his 'lack of con- 
centration." Concentration is cen- 
tered attention.- Attention is stim- 
ulated by curiosity, then interest 
holds it. A backward child's curio- 
sity is not keen about most school ac- 
tivities, and his interest is short 
lived in work he cannot do. Saying 
he lacks concentration is saying he 
cannot attend to school work, some- 
thing the teacher knew about the 
end of the first week of work. W.hen 
that is discovered it is time to ex- 
amine the child and rearrange his 
school life with the view toward 
making him a happy, useful citizen. 


Drill won't do this. Neither will 


Siscipline. nor military school, nor 
iie reform school nor any other 
school that is not suited to the 
needs of 'the backward child. Of all 
children in schools today, his is the 
hardest lot. Of all children in need

' People most often call the north 
frigid zone "the Arctic." It is a re- 
gion, around the North Pole with 
an area larger, than the United 
States. 
. 
Tie Arctic contains most .of 


Greenland, parts of northern Eu- 
rope, a section of Siberia, edges of 
northern Canada, and a slice of 
Alaska. In it is more water than 
land, the water being called the 
Arctic ocean. 
( 


Examples of blosBomins plants in 


the Attic. 
When we think of the land in the 


Artie, a picture of an icy waste 
is apt to come to our minds. That 
is a true picture of many parts-, 
but it is not true of every nart 
Our story today is meant to* tell 
something of the plant life in the 
so-called "frozen North.? 


Late spring and summer are the 


times -when most white, men have 
dared to go into .the Artie, and 
they have found more . sunshine 
than -we enjoy at any season of 
the year. In fact, there are jnonths 
when - the sun is in sight aH day 
and all night 


Since sunshine plays a big part 


In giving food to plants, .the great 
amount of it in the Arctic summer 
is a help in making them grow. 
In fact, they grow faster than 
most plants in our part of the 
world. 


Plants also need water 
for 


growth. This is supplied by fogs, 
rain and melting snow. Even in 
the northern end of Greenland. 
there is one month — - July — in 
which, the temperature is above 
the melting point 'of snow and ice. 
In spots where the snow and ice 
are not too thick, they melt away, 
and give plants moist soil in which 
to grow.

In July, northern Greenland has 


meadows (close to the coast) also 
flowering plants. 'Some other parts 
of the Greenland coast are green 
all through the summer. 


Moss can grow in the Artie,- and 


a traveler ' may ' find spots with 
a great amount of it 
perhaps 


spreading over acres of ground. 
Here and there he may see ferns, 
and there are fields of flowers of 
many kinds. 
" • ' • . ' . 
; 


Among the Arctic blossoms are 


cuckoo flowers, yellow buttercups 
and white poppies, also yellow 
poppies. Northern .Greenland -has 
more than 120 kinds of flowering 
plants* and the island of Spitzberg- 
en has about 130 kinds. IVees are 
not common in the Arctic, but they 
are to be found. Most of them are 
less than 10 '• feet high. Creeping 
willows and dwarf birches exist in 
some places. An Idea :of the size 
of the willows may be gained from 
the report of "a willow with the 
record height of eight feet" on 
Victoria island, A 20-foot birch 
has been found in Greenland, and 
even higher trees have been re- 
ported in northern Canada, beyond 
the Arctic Circle.

Bryce Canyon Park, Utah,— 


Bryce Canyon had better get busy 
and sue Walt Disney for plagiar- 
ism, or vice versa. Either Walt is 
copying nature, or nature is copy- 
ing Walt Bryce" Canyon is a Silly 
Symphony, standing still. 


Fantastic is the word for Bryce 
Canyon. It just doesn't seem real. 
It's as ihough nature decided to 
stop being so serious, and took 
half a day off and just made crazy 
stuff and daubed it up with pret- 
ty colors and had a wonderful 
time. 


Bryce Canyon is a sort of Carls- 
bad cavern outdoors. You stand on 
the rim of a precipice. You look 
down into a velley. And in this 
valley is a regular forest of tall 
and erratically carved stone spires, 
rising as high as 500 feet 
En masse, they look like a huge 


forest of gigantic stone tree trunks, 
without limbs. Or they look like a 
solar pipe-organ. Or they look like 
ten thousand pink flagpoles. Or 


they look like what you see if 
somebody hits you on the head 
with a mallet. 
All these poles have weird knots 


and projections and top-pieces on 
them. It is probably the best spot 
in the world for sitting and picking 
out images You can find a camel, 
or William Jennings Bryan It is 
better than seeing faces in clouds 
or in fireplaces.
